Wasninaton, February 26.—[Special.]— 
The silver question, as far as action upon it by 
the house is concerned, is to all practical pur- 
}poses, settled. 

The individual members of-the committee 
on rules have agreed upona programme of 
business, and whea the committee meets the 
early pert of next week, a report of the same 
will be made to the house. The programme fs 

ito take up the tariff next week, and discuss it 
‘antil the latter part of April, when the free 
syool bill, and perhaps, one or two of the other 
separate measures, will be passed. Then an 
appropriation bill will intervene, to be followed 
some time between the 20th and 25th of March 

by the silver bill, which will be discussed a 

week or ten days, and then voted upon. 

The speaker and the other democrats of the 
committee on rules think that the wisest plan 
for the settlement of the pressing difficulties.

are said to have been going on quietly for sev- 
eral months, and the prediction is made that 
the little island will soon find herself in the 
throes of another revolution. : 
Watson Votes with the Republicans. 
The first contested election case of this con- 
gress was decided today. The case came from 
Pennsylvania, and Stewart, the sitting repub- 
licah, was unseated, and Craig, a democrat, 
seated in hisstead. The republicans made but 
little opposition, because the evidence showed 
clearly that the democrat was entitled to the 
seat. There was no excitement, but there 
were some significant incidents connected with 
the case. Just two years ago today the house 
was engaged in arguing the case from West Vir- 
ginia to unseat a young democratic member, Mr. 
Pendleton. Mr. Pendleton was unseated and 
sent home, but the people of his district re- 
elected him to congress, and during the argu- 
mentin tho case today Mr. Pendleton happened 
to be presidingin the place of the s peaker, 
who had retired to his private room. The 
West Virginian had the honor of swearing in 
the first democratic contestant. Mr. Craig 
was seated by a strictly party vote, but some of 
the independents, including the able Mr, 
Watson, of Georgia, voted with the repub- 
licans. 3 
Cleveland and the Bolters. 


The statementis going the rounds of the 


halls of congress today that Mr. Cleveland has 
hada consultation with his friends in New 
York, and requested them to call off the May 
convention of bolters. Mr. Cleveland does 
this because he was advised: by his Michigan 
friends to do so. Don Dickinson and 
other Michiganders are: said to have 
advised him against it, on the 
grounds that such a bolt in New York would 
injure him with the western fdemocracy. If 
there is anything a western democrat despises 
itisa boiter from the regular democratic 
action.

SECRETARY NOBLE WAS ANGRY 


Because He Was Served with a Court Wri 
j Like Ordinary Mortals. 

" Wasutnaton, February 26.—Secretary No- 
le was examined today by the special house 
committee appointed to investigate the man- 
agement of the pension office. The secretary 
said that at the outset he wished to make a 
Statement. A messenger from the committee 
had called on him, and he said that he would 
attend, but the messenger had insisted on 
reading the summons to him, notwithstanding 
he (the secretary) had said it was not neces- 
sary. Hetook this to mean thatthere was 
some doubt as to whether or not he would at- 
tend, and thatif he did not he would be com- 
pelled to do so. 

Mr. Enloe said he could explain that. The 
messenger had been told to read the summons 
to other witnesses, and probably took it for 
granted that that course was necessary with 
every one, 

Secretary Noble said he referred to that for 
two reasons; first, the president had intimated 
in his message that a free investigation of any 
department would be welcomed, and he, of 
course, was in entire harmony with that wish. 
Secretary Noble said he wanted congress to 
examine his department, and he and his ofti- 
cers would give any information they could. 
In the second place, for the benefit of 
his successor, he wanted to protest 
that the head of an_ executive de- 
partment was not subject to a process 
of the house to come forth with and without a 
limit of time. “I come here voluntarily,” 
added the secretary, ‘‘and without any force 
of a writ.”’ 

Inreply to Mr. Enloe’s question the secre- 
tary repeated the story now so well known of 
the removal of young Green B. Raum from 
the pension office. The secretary was also 
asked about the reratings, which occasioned 
60 much comment early in the administration 
of the pension office. e said that the re-

CONCLUDES TO DROP CLEVELAND. 


Mr. Jacob Greil, Vice President of the Cleve- 
land Club, Says He Is Unavailable. 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., February 26.—[Spe- 


cial.)—E ver since the action of the New York 


convention the overwhelming enthusiasm for 
Cleveland, which has heretofore dominated 
Montgomery, has been rapidly thawing out, 
and: some of the staunchest admirers of the 
ex-president now doubt his ability to lead the 
party to victory, although their personal ad- 
miration for him has not abated. But the 
Cleveland democrats of this city are begin- 
ning to give up all hope of his being made the 
leader of the party for 1892, and are looking 
elsewhere for a man who is able to ‘carry’ the 
country for the democratic causé. 


The most significant step which has been . 


taken in this direction yet is the open an- 
nouncement of Mr. Jacob Greil that he no 
longer looks on Cleveland as an available 
man. Mr. Greil is one of Montgomery’s most 
reliable and conservative business citizens, 
and his positionin this matter bears with it 
the more weight, because when the Cleveland 
Olub was organized here only three weeks ago 
he was elected its vice president, and because 
he has all along been an outspoken Cieveland 
man. 

Tue CONSTITUTION’S representative called 
on Mr. Greil on hearing the rumor of his 
change of position, and asked him concerning 
the cause of his abandonment of the Cleve- 
land faction. 

“I have changed m round because I no 
longer have any faith in Mr. Cleveland as an 
available candidate,”’ said Captain Greil. 

“Much as Iadmire the man, and implicit 
as is my faith in his ability and statesmanship, 
I think it would be suicidal to select him for 
our standard bearer in the coming campaign, 
I donot say this reproachfully, for I want it 


| understood that my original preference was 


forthe ex-president, and I adhered to this 
preference until the fact was demonstrated to 
me that it would be worse than folly to insist 
on Mr. Cleveland as the nominee. To me, 
democratic supremacy is paramount to the 
elevation of any particular candidate, and 
‘while I think that Cleveland has strong 
claims on the nomination—stronger, perhaps, 
than any other candidate—I am equally con- 
fident it would be unsafe to acknowledge them 
now. 

“You think the nomination should go 
west ?’’ 

“Ido. Itseems to methe only chance of 
avoiding the trouble in New York, and this, 
not to mention other reasons, should prompt 
us to select some strong western candidate. 
While I amon this subject I want to take 
occasion to express my disapproval of the war 
that a portion of the party is making 
on Senator Hil!. There is no justification for 
the bitter assaults that are being directed 
against this brave democratic leader. He de- 
serves better treatment of the party he bas 
honored and defended at all times. The con- 
dition of the party. in New York at this time 
would make his nomination unwise and haz- 
ardous, I think; but I want to go on record as 
saying that I have nothing but the highest re- 
spect for Senator Hill’s integrity, his states- 
manship and, above all, his unfaltering de- 
mocracy.”’ 

Captain Griel’s position in this matter will 
have ‘great weight in political circles here, and 
is an indication of the direction in which the 
political tide is beginning to set in this

WASHINGTON, February 26.—In the senate 
a conference was ordered on the census defi- 
ciency bill, and Messrs. Hale, Allison and 
Cockrell were appointed conferees on the part 
of the senate. The joint resolution to provide 
for an international bimetallic agreement hav- 
ing been reached on the calendar, it was, on 
motion of Mr. Sherman, laid over without ac- 
tion.

THE GREAT BREAD RIOTS IN GERMANY, | 


The Police Very Busy Dispersing the.

Other Foreign News, 


Lonpdon, February 26.—[Copyright, 1892, by | 
the New York Associated Press. }--Conservative 
commoners who are urging the government to | 
dissolve parliament about Easter have their 
reasons reinforced by the daily difficulty ex- , 
perienced by conservative whips in keeping 
enough members together to prevent the oppo 
sition from snatching division on anything like 
an organized party struggle. 

’ The cabinet can still rely upon a majority of 
sixty, but the unionist, of whom one-third de- 
cline to contest for parliament again, will 
not hang about the house to save the 
government from a chance of defeat at an un- 
expected moment. The opposition me mbers, 
now greatly more attentive to their duties 
than are the ministerialists, have on several 
divisions nearly succeeded in defeating the 
government. 

Aninstance was furnished tonight in the 
case ofa minor measure relating to the pro- 
vision of lunatic asylums for the north of Ire- 
land. Messrs. Sexton and Healy and Sir 
William Harcourt contended that the bill 
ought to fall within the local government 
measure. 

Mr. Healy then moved to adjourn, and 
when the tellers returned the division was 
handed to the Irish teller, Sir Thomas Es- 
monde, with the intimation that the motion 
had been carried. Wild cheers arose from the 
opposition benches, and the ministerialists 
looked aghast, although Mr. Jackson, chief 
secretary for Ireland, had announced that ‘the 
bill was not purely a government measure. 
The incident took an amusing turn when, 
on Sir Thomas Esmonde’s reading the figures, 
it was found that the motion to adjourn had 
been defeated, the vote being 149 to 137. It 
was asmall majority for the ministerialists, . 
but the pleasure of their surprise elicited Joud 
counter cheers from the government benches. 

As the session proceeds the ministers are 
aware that the tendency to these untoward in- 


small-holdings bill is passed, the houso will 
have no vitality left for prolonged wrangles 
over the Irish !ocal government Dill.

THE BREAD RIOTS IN GERMANY, 


Police Succeed in. Dispersing the Mob 
Demonstrations in Vienna. 

3eERLIN, February 26.—Ata quarter-past 3 
o'clock, Prince Henry of Russe, sixth brother 
of the emperor, left the castle and droye in an 
open carriage er Unter den Linden. He 
was loudly cheered by dense crowds that moved 
up and down the street. As the day wore 
on, the riotous element, evidently tired 
out by their long and repeated: efforts 
to make as much trouble as possible for the 
police, began to disperse and make their way 
to theirhomes. At this hour, the crowds have 
thinned, and the streets are gradually taking 
on their normal appearance. The authorities 
bave concluded that the outbreak has spent its 
force, and so confident are they that there will 
be no further trouble that they have with- 
drawn from duty the extra police who had 
been called upon to aid in suppressing the 
rioting. | 

Late this afternoon a crowd attempted to 
hold a meeting on the street in front of the 
Dresdener bank, but the police dispersed them 
without much trouble. 

The socialist paper, Vorwarts, in an article 
on the troubles, disclaims, on behalf of the 
socialist leaders, any connection with tho 
rioters. The paper declares that members of 
the mob belong to the lowest dregs of the 
city’s population. 

Numerous crowds gathered throughout the 
afternoon in central parts of the city. Assoon 
as they gathered they were dispersed by the 
police, for the most part with little resistance, 
but in a few instances serious encounters oc- 
curred and a number of persons were injured. 

The Tageblatt says that the disturbances 
are senseless and without special significance. 
The Borsen Courier expresses the belief that 
the rioters were not persons who attended the 
workman’s meeting. 

Between 7 and 8 o’clock tonight a dis- 
orderly crowd assembled in _ Rosenthaler 
strasse, but was soon dispersed by the police. 
Several arrests were made. Crowds of youths 
and roughs also assembled in Lustgarten, but 
were speedily dispersed by the mounted police 
before they became dangerous. The damage 
done yesterday amounts to thousands of 
marks. Ambulances were kept busy all the 
afternoon and evening conveying the wounded 
to hospitals. 

Distributing Bread. 

ViEnNA, February 26.—The offices of The 
Volkspresse were today again besieged by hun- 
gry people, when 1,060 loaves of bread bought 
with florins + sy subscribed, and a 
quantity of flour given by the bakers’ com- 
mittee, were distributed. 

The police refused to allow the distribution 
of hand bills announcing the gifts. An im- 
mense multitude of homeless persons are | 
daily assisted by four houses of shelter. Tho 
news of the Berlin disturbance caused a great 
sensation here. These disturbances are con- 
sidered an echo of the recent demonstrations 
here.

STANLEY CASE POSTPONED. 


It Will Not Be Tried at This Term of 
. + Court, That Is Settled., 

The Emmet B. Stanley embezzlement case 
will not be tried during this term of the 
United States criminal court. That is official 
information received from the district attor- 
ney. Itis not certain just when the case will 
be brought up. There is a strong disposition 
to give Stanley every chance possible, and as 
he is now notin either a physical or financial 
condition to go to trial with the case, it has 
been indefinitely postponed, and will not come 
up unless Stanley goes into the court and 
pleads guilty, which he is not likely todo 
under the present circumstances. 

His friends have made a proposition that he

While District Attorney Darne!l! has not ex- 
pressed himself officially on this proposition, 
it is believed that he does not favor such a 
proceeding or disposition of the case, for sey- 
eral reasons. 


THE OBSCENE MATTER STATUTE. 


An Interesting Question Before Judge New- 
man Today. 

A caso of more than usual interest comes up 
for argument before Judge Newman today. 

It is a tilt over the spirit andintention of the 
statute prohibiting the sending of obscene mat- 
ter through the mails. 

The case is one in which W. H. Paul sent a 
decidedly questionable letter through the mails 
from Conyers to Columbia, S. ©. There is no 
doubt as to the letter coming within the pro- 
visions of the statute referring to obscene mat- 


ter. 

The question upon which Judge Newman 
will decide today is whether or not a sealed 
letter is within the limits of the statute pro- 
hibiting the sending of obscene matter through 
the United States mails, 

It is the contention of the United States dis- 
trict attorney, and he will so argue the case 
today that a sealed letter is as much a viola- 
tion of that prohibitory statute as a postal 
eard, circular or other open print. The point 
will be strongly contested, and the decision of 
Judge Newman will be interesting.

ASSASSINS AT WORK. 


A Plot to Put Mayor McDonough Out of 
the Way. 


CALLED OUT IN THE NIGHT, 


But His Suspicions Proved His Sal- 


vation. 


ONE-OF THE MEN MAKES CONFESSION. 


He Was Hired to Toll the Mayor Out, 
When Others Stood Ready to 
Oomplete the Job. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., February 26.—[Special.]—* 


"I will continue toenforce the law in accord- 


ance with the dictates of my conscience and 
my duty, no matter if an assassin stands ready 
on each corner to shoot at me.’’ 

This was Mayor McDonough’s declaration 
tonight when he was asked about the plot to 
kill him, which was frustrated by his suspi- 
cions having been aroused. 

It was on Wednesday night that the attempt 
was made, but it did not become known be- 
yond a half dozen persons until this morniug. 

By his severity to evil doers of all classes, 
and his vigorous enforcement of the Sunday 
laws, especially with regard to _ saloons, 
he ~ has made many bitter en- 
emies. Rumors of threats against 
his person reached his ears, but the mayor 
paid no heed tothem, and on Monday after- 
noon the council sustained his decision ina 
case in which he took away a liquor dealer’s 
license, fined him $100, and sentenced him to 
thirty days’ imprisonment. 

A Preliminary Outrage. 

When he left the city exchange the mayor 
found that some miscreant-had maliciously de- 
stroyed the harness of his carriage standing 
outside by cutting it into shreds. This was 
done openly, where people are passing all the 
time. It was remarked at the time that this 
was probably but the beginning. 

About 2 o’clock yesterday morning, the 
mayor, who lives in the heart of the city, was 
awakened by some one Knocking at the door. 
Looking out the window, he saw two tough- 
looking negroes, ono of whom told him that 
they had been sent from police headquarters 


_to tell him he was wanted there at once. The 


mayor’s suspicions were aroused, and he did 
not leave the house, although the negroes 
persisted and repeated their message. 
The Plot Discovered. ; 
When he called at the barracks in the morn- 
ing the mayor’s suspicions were confirmed. 
He had not beén sent for, and was not needed 


there. Later in the day a negro surrendered, 


and voluntarily confessed that he had .been 
hired to entice the-mayor out of his house ona 
fictitious errand. He was to get $50 for doing 


so, Assoonas the mayor appeared on the stoop 


of the house the negro was to run off, while 
the princ!pal plotters, concealed behind trees 
near by, were, itis beliéved, to shoot Mayor 
McDonough down on‘his own doorsteps, or to 
follow him untila better opporiunity offered 
to fire. eat 

This negro backed out, arid the others were 
hired, but failed in their work. Descriptions 
ofthe plotters haye been obtained and several 
detectives are at work, 


The People Are Horrified. 


Publication of the facts created intense ex- } 


citement. Leading liquor men promptly re- 
pudiated the affair. It is believed the plotters 
were of the lowest class.- If caught, it will go 


hard with them. Even those most bitterly

Mayor McDonough is more determined than 
ever to.adhero to his policy. In conversation 
with Tur CONSTITUTION correspondent, he 
stated that no matter what threats where 
made against him, or. efforts made to injure 
him, he will enforce the law. If he must pay 
for doing his duty with his life, then his life 
will be tle forfeit.

A number of the conservative and most 
prominent citizens, in denouncing the affair 
tonight, openly expressed a determination, in 
case any further attempt of this character is 
made, no matter whether it is unsuccessful or 
not, to treat the parties if captured to a lynch- 
ing bee. General notice has been served on 
the lawless, in the shape ofa hot public senti- 
ment, that speedy and severe punishment will 
be meted out without the formality of a trial, 
to any person offering violence to the mayor 
for his official actions.

Before the consolidation of the Cinein- 
nati Southern and the East Tennessee the former 
iine made a transfer of through passengers at 
Boyce. Since the consolidation this through 
tratlic is brought into the city and given to the 
East Tennessee. The Western and Atlantic peo- 
people propose now to get square on the Cincin-- 
nati Southern by forcing them off their right of 
way to the city. 

The Oxford and Coast-Line Railway. 

RALEIGH, N, C., February 26.—[Special.]— 
A contract has been closed with President 
John Robinson, of the Seaboard Air-Line, by 
the ofticers of the Oxford and Coast-Line rail- 
way, by which Robinson agrees to operate the 
road. The Oxford and Coast-Line Railway 
Company will construct its road and put down 
rails. Robinson isto operate it for ten years, 
and can then surrender or buy it, or lease it 
for ninety-nine years.

IN CLOSE QUARTERS. 


Government Secret Service Officers Have 
an Exciting Experience. 


“THROW UP YOUR — HANDS !” 


Wasthe Cammend of One Officer Justin 
Time to Save the Life of Another. 
A Desperate Struggle. 


Captain W. H. Forsyth, the secret service 
agent for this district, returned yesterday from 
a week’s visit to southern Alabama. 

His trip was interesting as well as successfal. 
He was on the still hunt for counterfeiters, 
and the fruits of his search are conspicuously 
visible ina cell at Montgomery, Ala., in the 
person of George C, Meyers, and a No, 12 bore 
breech-loading shotgun that he brought back 
with him as‘a souvenir. 

By some means the secret service office here 
obtained information to the effect that George 
C. Meyers, a backwoods farmer near Geneva, 
Ala., was engaged in the manufacture of coun- 
terfeit nickels. Secret Service Agent For- 
syth securod sufficient evidence to warrant the 
arrest of Meyers. Forsyth was accompanied 
on his trip to Geneva by Deputy United 
States Marshal Scott, of Montgomery. 

Town Marshal Black, of Geneva, was taken 
into the confidence of the United States 
officers, and pesesy furnished what infor- 
mation he had at hand regarding Meyers’s 
whereabouts and character. One point that 
Marshall Black layed special stress upon was 
that 

Meyers Was a Desperate Man, 
with little more regard for human life than he 
had for the statute laws. This warning, how- 
ever, put no check on the determination of 
Forsyth and Scott to capture their man, and 
they proceeded through the country to his 


ome. 

Marshal Black joined the party, and his 
services, as well as his information, proved of 
great value. 

Meyers had suspected that he had been 
spotted, and for a week had been on the look- 
out for officers. 

They found him magnificently equipped for 
war. Tho officers stole their way to within a 
few yards of the little farm cottage in which 
Meyers lived, and discovered, peering§from 
the doors and windows, as if on sentinel duty, 
the tow heads of a half dozen females and 
children. The officers secreted themselves to 
watch for their man. 

The sentinels became less watchful, and the 
officers were just congratulating themselves 
on the satisfactory course things were taking, 
when one of those irrepressible wiregrass 
mules, Which» was staked out between them 
and the house, gave

and began to grow exceedingly restless. It 
was not discovered just exactly what relation 
his muleship bore to the rest of the counter- 
feiter’s household, but his uneasiness had a 
wonderful influence on the members thereof, 
It caused a sensationin the house, and the 
women and children began parading all over 
the place. 

In a moment the officers saw Meyers walk 
to the mule and return to the house. He im- 
mediately re-entered the yard with a gun in 
his hand and proceeded in the direction of the 
oflicers. Scott and Forsyth were about ten 
yards apart, lying on their faces. Moyers 
walked between, scanning closely evory foot of 
earth as he passed. He discovered Forsyth 
and, quick asa flash, threw his gun to his 
face; bat Scott stirred the leaves behind him, 
and Meyers turned his head unthinkingly 
for an instant. When he resumed his position, 
facing Forsyth, that officer had thrust a re- 
volver in his face, and sternly commanded: 

“Stop! don’t move, or youare a dead man!”’

The excitement brought the women scream- 
ing from the house, and just as the cuffs were 
being put fastened on the prisoner, a boy about 
fifteen years old dashed out of the house with 
a gun.

There [s a Prophecy Seen inthe Place of 
Its Birth 


BEYOND THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 


Retrospective View of the Intrustrial 
Convention—Its Political Si- 
nificanee. 


The fact that the new party was born on the 
other side of the Mississippi river is signifi- 
cant, if not prophetic. It could not have been 
born row but for the presence of elements 
Which came from and represent the great 
trans-Miesissippi region.

wealth, social and educational opportunities.

Fora hundred years,even 
in the most favored nations, the tendency has 
been toward centers, where the enormous 
pressure of population has orushed millions, 
who sunk beneath the surface, never to appear 
except in the records of almshouses, criminal 
courts and mortuary records... In 


‘the face of this colossal tragedy of the nine- 


teenth contury, men playing the roll of states- 
men have gone on enacting laws that intensify 
the congestion and. cause many more millions 
to writhe in agony. 
McKinley dill, and of all laws that anthorize 
the government to take monoy frém the many 
and give it to a few.-It is idle to 
spin fine arguments to show the advantages 
of these enactments, sa long as thea: number 
of thase whocry for bread in the cities.is in- 
creased and the poor victims from the outside 

are drawn ‘into the vortex with irresistible 
force. Loud and angry as the protest of the 
farmers is, it is nothing to the anguish 
of the poor needle woman, who, daily, 

in spite of painful and unremitting toil, far 

away from sunlight- and at the expense of 
health,sees her children sinking from suffering 
into infamy. It is no wonder that in acon- 
dition like that some poor souls say there is 

no God. 

This is the condition which the democratic 
convention myst faco whenit comes to make a 
platform. If it fights bravely against injustice, 
making no sompromise with oppression, it 
will not only win this year, but hereafter. 
When substantial reform has been actom- 
plished, the new party will beginto melt away 


as O’Connell’s agitation did when the corn | 


laws were wiped off the statute books of 
England. 
succeed in. effecting  radica reforms 
in the tariff, and in . establishing 
a sound currency system that will have olas- 
ticity without favoritism, the great bulk of the 
now restless masses will be satisfied, and the 
ark of the people’s party will be stranded on 
Mount Ararat. - Its occupants will then 
come forth and go their several 
Ways; the farmer will return 
tohis plow, and the mechanic to his shop, 
leaving a minority of socialists, woman 
suffragists aud cranks to continue 
agitation upon their respective hob- 
bies.

The national legislature would be plunged 
into a political quagmire from which it wou!d 
not extricate itself in a generation. If the 
country does not want socialism, it must .con- 
sent to reform... The soejalists are riding on 
the reform movement, but take reform from 
under them and they will be harmless. Learn 
them to ride it and they may wreck both the 
reform aud the government. ~

THE WIRE'S STORY. 


Mrs, Cunningham Sues for a Divorce 
from Her Husband 


AND RELATES A~ SAD, SAD STORY 


Of Bad Treatment by Her Husband—He 
Is Bnjoined from Visiting Her. 
A Card Published. 


The domestic troubles of Robert E. Cun- 
ningham are again in the courts. : 
This time the sad family story comes up in 


Mrs. Cunningham. Itisa long petition, cov- 
ering eighteen years of married life and de- 
tailing a long succession of unpleasant events 
and marital unhappiness. 

It gives the story in. graphic language of a 
husband consumed by a love for speculation in 
futures, and a tiiirst for drink. These two be- 
setting sins have destroyed, if the petition is 
to be believed, the finer and higher instinots 
inthe man, and made him indifferent and 
careless regarding his home. 

And the wife—as she describes it—aftor 
eighteen years of fidelity, through privation, 
and even want, asks that the strong arm of the 
law be stretched out to keep the husband from 
entering the home, where his presence meant 
uneasiness and unhappiness. 

Judge Clarke read the petition and signed it, 
enjoining Cunningham from entering the home 
of his wife and children. 

The petition goes into details. It starts out 
with the statement that Robert E. Cunning- 
ham and Alice Estelle Cunningham were mar- 
ried in the city of Augusta, Ga,, April 30, 1872. 
At that time Cunningham was in good cir- 
cumstances, and belonged to a prominent 
family. The petitioner declares that soon after 
her marriage Cunningham bogan to treat her 
badly, and was vory profane and vulgar in hie 
conversation towards her. She relates one in- 
stance where he drew a revolver, and abused 
|} her terribly. Shoe says that ever since their 
marriage Cunningham has been a hard drinker, 
this habit constantly growing upon him. 

Then he was specuiator in futures. Thia, 
she declares, brought about his moral and 
social downfall. He failed to provide proper 
clothing for her, and she was debarred from 
society. When her eldest son was born she 
was forced to sell her wedding things to raise 
money. 

Four years after their marriage Cunning- 
ham lost everything by bucket-shop gambling, 
as she declares. He came to Atianta in 
August, 1881, without money, and wrote her 
to ship their furniture to Atianta. She 
did so, and upon her arrival here, 
afterwards, foand that he had converted it into 
money and spentit. He had also pawned her 
carriage. A month after her arrival here he 
sold the family silver. Ife secured money to 
pay their board, but used it in speculation. 
During this time he treated her most cruelly, 
cursing and abusing her. i 

He secured $1,000 from the sale of some 
property, and taking $500 went to Cincinnati. 
A few weeks later he wired her to lollow him 
there. Sho, first shipping their furniture, 
did so. 

Upon her arrival in Cincinnati, he met her 
at the train. Seedy looking, with watch gone, 
He asked her for $20. ‘Lhis he immediately 
gambled away. 

He bad deceived her again—he had no place 
to carry them to. In a big city, with four 
little children, what were they to do? 

They arrived in Cincinnati at 8 o’clock fn the 
morning. They were farced to ride about In a 
street car until a‘boarding place could be se- 
cured, which was five hours later. The fur- 
niture he had disposed of. 


Atlanta with her little ones, and 
she kept them the best.she could. 

Things went on in this way until Cunning- 
ham went on the police force. By this time 
he had gone back to his wife, and they were 
living on Trinity avenue. He had, she says, 
gone deeper into drinking. He gave her about 
twenty-five dollars per month of his earnings. 

The petition gives a detailed account of 
several slomestic troubles, the most serious of 
which occurred in January of this year—the 
one that led tothe subsequent arrest of the 
son and the publication of the details of the 
troubles. 

Cunningham was abusing her and threaten- 
ing violence, when her sons William and Robert 
interfered. Robert threw his father to the 
ground and held him there until ho promised 
to be quiet. He afterwards brandished his 
big pistol in athreatening manner, and the 
family was in a continual state of fear. 

Then follows an account of the arrest of the 
two boys, the: trial in the police court—a 
tragedy in itself. 

For adozen years, according to Mrs. Cur- 
ningham’s petition, she has lived in fear and 
in misery, but has been faithful through it all. 
She prays: 

1, For a legal separation and divcerce—a 
‘‘mensa et thoro.’”’ 

2. That she be awarded the sole and exclu- 
sive custody of the minor children. 

3. That she have custody pending the suit. 

4. That her husband be enjoined from enter- 
ing her premises and interfering with her and 
the children in any way. 

In support of her petition for injunction, 
Mrs. Cunningham alleges that Cunningham 
now occupies a room in her house which shoe 
needs, and he pays her nothing for it. 

Judge Clarke granted an order temporarily 
enjoining Mr. Cunningham, as asked, and 
setting March Sth for the final hearing of the 
bill. 
It’s asad story, from beginning to end, and 
the many friends of the members of tle fam- 
ily will deeply regret the necessity of its being 
told in the public prints. 

Some Peace Warrants. 


Last nigbt the three sisters of Cunningham 
visited Mrs. Cunningham in the hope of recon- 
ciling things. Their visitwas in vain; noth- 
ing was done. 

On the contrary matters were made worse. 

Lawyer . Leftwich, Mrs. Cunningham’s 
attorney, went before Justice Manning and 
swore out peace warrants against the three 
sisters. 

The attorney said that the three sisters were 
doing what Judge Clarke had enjoined Cun- 
ningham from doing. So he swore out the 
warrants, 

The matter will come up before Judge Man- 
ning thisafternoon. —

ON THE SUBJECT OF NICARAGUA CANAL. 


It Will Cost One Hundred Million'Dollars, 
but Has the Prospect of Earning at 
Least Twelve Per Cent 


Ex-Senator Warner Miller, of New York, 
addressed a large audience of representative 
business men at the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday afternoon. 

His subject was “The Nicaragua Canal.” 
Mr. Miller is president of the construction 
company, has invested largely of his own pri- 
vate fortune in the enterprise, and is devoting 
his time and ability to it. 

After being introduced to the meeting by 
Governor Bullock, Mr. Miller explained how 
he came to be in Atlanta. He went from 
New York to New Orleans to attend the trans- 
Mississippi convention held there this week, 
and Governor Bullock wired him asking him 
to stop overin Atlanta on his return and tell 
the business men what the canal project is 
and how it is progressing. 

Mr. Miller stated that his attention was first 
attracted to Nicaragua when he was in the 
United States senate, The government of the 
United States had ordered surveys of tho 
Tehuantepec, Nicaragua and Panama routes. 
De Lesseps undertook to construct a maritime 
canal by the Panama reute and Eads pro- 
jected a ship railway across Tehuantepec. 
The Nicaragua route lies between the other 
two. Sixteen years ago a commission of emi- 
nent engineers, who had been appointed by 
General Grant, made areport upon the dif- 
ferent routes and pronounced the Nicaragua 
route to be the best. Senator Miller took the 
presidency two years ago, and he has been all 
over the grounds and has given up all his time 
to the project since he was put at the head. 

The Nicaragua canal begins onthe Atlantic 
side near Greytown, runs twenty-seven miles 
straight through a swamp, then thereisa 
water course by rivers and lakes for 142 miles 
more and the Pacific ocean is reached. Two 
rapids have to becut out of the San Juan 
river and these will be cut on the Pacific side 
between Lake Nicaragua and the ocean. 
Senator Miller stated that the cost of con- 
structing the canal will be almost one hundred 
million dollars. The company has already 
spent ovor five mi!lion dollars. That the canal 
will pay a good interest he has not the least 
doubt. The Suez canal cost $100,000,009, 
and it earns 12 per cent} not every year. 
Last year it earned $15,000,000 net. The 
trade which would go through an inter- 
oceanic canal across Centrat America would 
far exceed the business of the Suez canal, Sen- 
ator Miller says. The Nicaragua canal wili 
shorten*the water distance between San Iran- 
cisco and European ports 7,600 miles, or ono- 
half. 

Between New York and San Francisco the 
ocean route will be shortened from 15,600 
miles, ‘around the Horn,’’ to 4,900 miles by 
the canal, as against the railroad route, which 
is about 3,300 miles. What the effect of such 
a saving in transporiation, of time as against 
sail, and cost as against rail, will be upon the 
further development of the Pacific coast is but 
slightly indicated by the growth that has al- 
ready been realized there, or by what has 
been accomplished by the construction of rail- 
roads in other parts of the United States. 
Now York and Liverpool are now practically 
equi-distant from Valparaiso, Callao, Aca- 
pulco and San Francisco, but with the open- 
ing of thecanal New York will be brought 
2,700 miles nearer these ports than Liverpool 
will be. 

‘When wethought there was going to be 
some trouble with Chile recently we found out 
that our warships could not startfrom New 
York and carry enough coal to get around on 
the Pacific coast without re-coaling.’”’ 

Mr. Miller used this as an argument for the 
canal, He mentioned that -a coaling station 
would be located at the canal, and steamships 
would re-coal there. An Alabama company is 
ready to make a contract to lay coal down on 
the Greytown wharf at $3 aton. Alabama 
coal is now being used by the company in 
prosecuting its work. This statement caused a 
ripple of applause. 

Senator Miller spoke at length on the bene- 
fit the canal will be tothe southern states. 
Japan and Corea and the east coast of China, 
as far down as Shanghai, should afford a mar- 
ket for southern cotton, raw and manufactured, 
southern iron and other southern industrial 
products. Japan, with its. 40,000,000 people, 
is going intothe manufacture of cottou, and 
the Japanese consul at New York told Senator 
Miller that the Japs are anxious to see the 
canal completed, for it will give them access 
to the American cotton market. Now they 
buy from Bombay and Calcutta. ° 

The silk and tea trade cf Japan and China 
would afford the canal large traflic, and the 
lumber business on the. upper Pacific coast of 
the United States would be completely 
changed. There is no money in lumber there 
outside of the local demand, Senator Miller 
said. Rail freight to the east is too heavy and 
always will be, he declared. But with the 
canai opened, the Pacitic coast lumbermen 
will be abie to enter foreign markets. 

He pictured ships loading cotton at Savan- 
neh, Draunswick and New Orleans and coal 
and iron at the gulf ports for Japan, Corea 
and Australia when the canal is open. 

The experieiuce gained at Suez has beon 
profited by. There the bottom width is 72 
feet, and it has been found that 6,000,000 tons 
per aunum caunot be passed without serious 
delays to navigation. A widening of the prism 
at various piaces has been in progress for some 
time, but throughout the 100 miles included in 
this transit, there is but one basin en route of 
sufficient depth and width to permit vessels to 
pass, and thisis but 10 or 11 miles long. At 
one other po‘nt there isa ‘ake in communica- 
tion with the canal into which vessels may 
diverge and anchor. The longest single reach 
of the Nicaragua canalin excavation is less 
than 10 miles in extent, and the passing places 
are frequentand ample. Throughout, there 
aro but 70 miles where any work at all is 
needed to secure a suflicient width and depth, 
and there are nearly 109 miles of free naviga- 
tion that will not need a stroke of work. 


+ But notwithstanding these favoring condi- 


tions it was felt to be necessary to provide at 
once for a waterway of the most ample capac- 
ity. Of the 26} miles of excavated channel, 
bat 13} miles have as small a bottom width as 
$0 feet, which is 8 feet greater than at Suez. 
The remainder has a bottom width of from 120 
to 150 feet, and the top width varies from 
teet (confined tothe two ‘‘divides’’) to 288 feet. 
If it be thought necessary, these two rock cuts 
may be increased in width to 100 feet, at an 
increased cost of the whole work of some 6 per 
cent. 

Lake Nicaragua, which is 100 miles long, 
will supply the canal with water for locking 
purposes, and no pumping will be necessary 
on either side. 

The least depth of the canal at any point 
will be thirty feet. 

Senator Miller’s address was a practical 
business talk. The audience encouraged him 
with applause, and when he concluded, a 
moiion of thanks was tendered tohim. Gov- 
erpor Bullock presented the gentlemen pres- 
ent. 

The senator stated that the public has not 
been asked to subscribe to stock. It is under- 
stood that the company bopes to get the United 
States government to enilorse its bonds. Sen- 
ator Miller has no fear about obtaining ample 
capital to complete the work. He will leave 
for New York at noon today.

Made by John D. Rockefeller to an At- 
lanta Institution. 


A SCHOOL FOR PRACTICAL TRAINING, 


Which Is to Be Established at Spelman 
Seminary—A Princely Gift from 
a Liberal Giver. 


John D. Rockefeller, the Standard Oil presi- 
den}, has made another princely gift in the in- 
terests of colored education in the south. 

This time it is for a school for practical 
training, and the amount donated for that pur- 
pose is $40,009, 

The building is to be located in Atianta, and 
will be begun this spring. 

Six years ago Mr. Rockefeller was in At- 
lanta. While here he devoted considerable 
time at Spelman seminary, which was erected 
partly through the financial aid he lent those 
at the head of the institution. 

The large open campus on which that school 
is situated affords a splendid location, and 
ample territory for any additional buildings of 
the kind. Mr. Rockefeller has of late been de- 
sirous of seeing another seminary there, and 
with his accustomed modesty quietly ex- 
pressed his wishes to the trustees of Spelman 
some time ago, and stated his willingness to 
furnish the means. 

Early this weck Dr. Morehouse, the well- 
known secretary of the Baptist Home Mis- 
sionary Society, of the United States, Mexico 
and Canada, paid a visit to Atlanta. He 
brought with him an architect from New 
York and together they got an idea of the na- 
ture and the extent of the building wanted. 

Dr. Morehouse returned home yesterday, 
and the plans for the new seminary will be im- 
mediately begun. As soon as they are com- 
pleted, work will be commenced on the erec- 
tion of the school. 

It will be a large and pretty brick structure, 
with metal rooting. The new seminary will 
be to some extent an adjunct to Spelman. It 
will be devoted to training for all practical 
purposes, and will be one of the most impor- 
tant colored institutions in the state: 

Spelman itself now has a corps of forty 
teachers and an enrollment of 820 attendants,

This is all that the detectives haye to work 
upon. 

Yesterday afternoon a call was made at 40 
Bartow street, just off Marietta. 

‘Ts Bill Durham here?” was asked of the 
landlady of a private boarding house. 

‘He used tolive here,” was the response. 
“But just after the exposition he moved 
away. He took with him his wife, a young 


girl about twenty-four years old, a plump 
young creature with round, full face, and his 
baby, then hardly a year old.” 

‘Where are they now?” 

“They went to Aberdeen, Tex. Durham 
was a carpenter and there was little doing 
here, so he thought he’d try his luck thore.”’ 

These were all the facts that could be got- 
ten there, but they tallied exactly with those 
given by the girl, and the description of her 
could not have been more accurate. 

At 17 McAfee street resides a Mrs. Smith, a 
sister of the Mrs. Durham who formerly lived 
at 40 Bartow. 

‘*My sister is in Aberdeen, Tex.,’’ she stated 
yesterday. 

‘Ts she there now ?”’ 

‘‘T think so,”’ was the reply. “I have been 
receiving letters from her all along and got 
one just two weeks ago. She and her thirteen- 
month-old baby are there with Will, her 
husband.” 

“Isn’tit possible that she isin Atlanta?’ 
was asked. 

‘IT don’t know,"’ stated Mrs. Smith, and 
then, after a moment’s hesitation, she said: 
“In her last letter Mrs. Durham wrote that 
she was tired of Texas and wanted to come 
back very much. I wish she were hero, 
though she would, undoubtedly, have in- 
formed us were she in Atlanta.”’ 

“Have Mrs. Durham aud her husband 
always gotten along wel] together ?”’ 

‘Tl never heard anything to the contrary.”’ 

If this Mrs. Durham, formerty living just 
off Marietta, with a husband working as car- 
penter, with one child, a baby thirteen months 
old, and herself twenty-four years of age, with 
a ‘plump form and round full face’’ is not the 
Mrs. Durham at the almshouse, then itisa 
case of remarkable coincidence. 

The girl’s statements have thus far proven 
perfectly straightforward. 

A call was made at the Southern Plow 
Works yesterday and Bill Durham asked for. 
It was after the closing hour and nearly all 
the men had gone home. Mr. Eiias Haiman, 
the proprietor, was questioned regarding 
Durham. 

After a moment’s reflection, he declared 
himself unable to state positively whether any 
one by that name was among his large list of 
employes or not. 

The case is one that will require a great 
deal of work, and this the detectives are de- 
termined to give to it. Every possible effort 
will be made to locate the husband, who, ac- 
cording to his wife’s declaration, drove her 
from home and child while sick, under threats 
of resorting to a pistol’s effectiveness.
